This correspondence is being filed as a full response to the Notice Of Non- 
Compliant Amendment dated 6/13/2005. Applicant respectfully requests entry of the 
following election of species. 
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ELECTION OF SPECIES 

In the Notice Of Non-Compliant Amendment dated 6/13/2005, it was determined 
that a number of claims were missing from the listing of the claims. This omission has 
been corrected in the present document. 

It was previously determined that the pending claims were directed to several 
distinct species of the claimed invention. These species included: Figure 2, 3, 4, 5, 7, 8, 
and 9. The Examiner also determined that claims 1, 4, 5, 11, and 21-23 were generic. 

Per 35 U.S.C. 121, Applicant previously elected the following species: Figure 2 
and the claims associated with the species which include claims 1-13, 21-24, and 43. 

Claims 14-16 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 33, 39, and 40 were allowed. 

Claims 14-20, 25-42, and 44 and 45 are withdrawn as a result of an earlier 
restriction requirement. In view of this earlier restriction requirement, Applicant retains 
the right to present these claims in a divisional application.
